PIWF. WHITNEY'S SURVEYS. 


I do not stand here th« especial of 


advocate of Prof. Whitney's order of 
procedure in the State iurvey; but I 
do wish to say here as an expert, 
that whatever he has ordered to be 
done, was work that needed doing, 
and it has been well done as far as it 
goes. But it is only the scientific 
groundwork that has been laid. It 
now remains to work out its practi- 
cal side. When an immigrant comes 
to this State where can he go for au- 
thentic, reliable information? It is 
precisely this kind cf information 
that we want, and it ia something we 
cannot get. 
It would be a waste of 


precious material to omit the publi- 
cation of scientific observations, bnt 
there must be n portion of the re- 
port written 
for the industrial,
